This sharp increase occurred, the 

ard said, despite the fact “profits 
of a group of large industrial cor- 
porations the third quarter of 1934 
were 25 per cent smaller than in the 


third quarter of 1933 and 30 per cent 


smaller than in the second quarter of 
this year.” 

Reports indicated, however, that 
building, chemical, food products, med- 
icine and drug, non-ferrous metal, oil 


and retail lines indicated better re- | 


sults the third quarter of the year 
than the preceding three months. 

“On the other band,“ the report 
said, “public utility and railroad cor- 
porations reported smaller profits dur- 
ing both the third quarter and the 
first nine months of this year than 
in the corresponding periods of the 
previous year.” 

Wage payments at factories, mines, 
railroads and public utilities the first 
ten months of this year were about 
one-fourth larger than last year, the 
board said. The largest increase was 
reported for wage earners employed 
at factories producing durable goods, 
or goods not intended for direct con- 
sumption. 

The board said the department of 
agriculture estimated that cash in- 


come to the farmers the first ten 


months of 1934 was $5,045,000,000, 
compared to $4,009,000,000 in 1933 
and $3,616,000,000 in 1932. Approxi- 
mately $300,000,000 of the $946,000,- 
000 increase this year was attributed 
‘to benefit payments to farmers for 
acreage reduction and to -emergency 
cattle purchases. 

Along with the rise in the farm- 
er’s reiurns, however, went a 12 per 
cent hoist in retail prices of foods the 
first ten months of 1934. 

“At the present time,” the report 
said, “food prices are 27 per cent 
above the low in April, 1933. 

An increase in department store 
buying over the country in November 
of 13 per cent as compared to the 
same month in 33, was noted “with 
the largest increases reported for ag- 
ricultura. areas, particularly in the 
south. 

„The four federal reserve districts 
showing the most marked increases,” 
the board said, were Atlanta with 
27 per cent, Dallas with 23 per cent 
and Chicago and Richmond with 18 
per cent. The smallest increases 
were 5 per cent in the Boston district, 
6 per cent in New York, 9 per cent in 
Philadelphia and 10 per cent in 
Saa Francisco.”

At the same time the  anti-nazi 
forces were shaken by the resignation 
of Hugo Hagn, one of the editors of 
the Catholic party's organ, The New 
Saar Post.” He gave as his reason 
because “I discovered the Catholic op- 
position is financed with French 
money.” Similar charges were made 
by the German front several weeks 
ago. Hagn said in a public state- 


ment, “I found by personal investiga- 
tion that this is true.”

President's Message to 
Assembly Expected To 


Restate Aims, Principles 


of Administration. 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 30.0 00— 
The thought in the minds of most con- 
gressmen today as they gathered for 
the opening session Thursday seemed 
to be—find out what the president 
wants and give it to him, 

Naturally, there were excéptions 
and some of them promised to become 
quite conspicuous as the session wore 
on. But even old-line republicans 
agreed that many of the house and 
senate members regarded the result of 
the November elections as a mandate 
to stand behind the New Deal. 

The few republicans left were dis- 
organized and party leaders had been 
arguing over reorganization since the 
blow in November. The confident dem- 
crats had a majority that reminded 
of the republican preponderance im- 
mediately after the Civil War. 


Here is the line-up: House: Dem- 
ocrats, 322; republicans, 102; farmer- 
labor, 3; progressives, 7; 1 vacancy. 
Senate: emocrats, 69; republicans, 
25; farmer-labor, 1; progressives, 1. 

And some of the republicans were 
pledged to support unemployment in- 
surance and old-age pension legisla- 
tion. 

The session promises to revolve 
about proposals for social security 
and relief and public works which 
the president will make. 

His message to congress on the 
opening day is expected only to re- 
state aims and principles of his ad- 
ministration. Mr. Roosevelt, from all 
indications, will outline these in per- 
son. 


Budget Message Awaited. 


_ Even more eagerly awaited, perhaps, 
is the chief executive's budget mes- 
sage due Saturday. .This will give 
congress, many of whose leaders are 
in the dark, an idea of what Mr. 
Roosevelt proposes to spend—and do. 

Both democrats and _ republicans 
caucus next Wednesday to organize 
and choose leaders. Representative 
Byrns, of Tennessee, is regarded as a 
certain choice for speaker. The house 
leader remains to be chosen. Repre- 
sentative Snell, of New York, prob- 
ably will be the republican leader. 

Senator Robinson, of Arkansas, 
will be the democratic senate leader 
and Senator McNary, of Oregon, the 
republican. 

Legislative Prospects. 

Here is a brief outline of legisla- 
tive prospects for the session on the 
basis of administration and anti-ad- 
ministration aims and statements: 

NRA—The law will expire in June. 
Re-enactment is regarded as certain 
with modifications to eliminate price- 
fixing and other provisions regarded 
as unworkable. 

Social Security—Unemployment in- 
surance legislation on administration 
calendar. + But old-age’ pension meas- 
ure may be postponed. Levy on pay 
rolls probably will be depended upon 
to raise funds. 

AAA—Secretary Wallace plans to 
press amendments which would make 
power over industries handling farm 
products more certain. Legislation to 
control commodity exchanges in store 
—administration apparently opposed 
Frazier-Lemke bill to refinance farm 
debt. l 

Taxes—Re-enactment of “nuisance 
and excise taxes which expire in June 
favored by adminstration leaders.

Banking—Some administration fi- 
nancial experts favor amendments to 
banking laws to give tfeasury and 
federal reserve more firm hold on 
credit.

By Scientist to Duplicate Genes

Evidence pointing in this direction, 
showing that these duplicate“ genes 
or twin units of heredity are the 
real main spring of evolution, the 
original source of all new species of 
animals and plants, was presented to- 
day to the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science by Dr. M. 
Demerec, of the Carnegie Institution, 
of Washington. 

Many new oe of insects and 
other primitive forms of life have ‘een 
created experimentally by scientists. 
So far all of them have originated in 

“duplicate genes, said Dr. Demerec, 

“Genes” are tiny units of living 
matter that exist in every cell of the 
human body and all other living things, 
and transmit hereditary characteristics 
from generation to generation, Genes 
passed on to you from your parents 
determine whether you will be a blonde 
or brunette, tall or short, stocky. or 
slender. 

Genes are so small that Dr. Deme- 
rec thinks they probably are about 
the size of a molecule, or small bundle 
of atoms. 

New species originate from twin 
genes because only one of the twins

Twin or duplicate genes may origi- 
nate in various ways, Dr. Demerec 
said, but almost always from other 
genes of the same type because it is 
practically impossible for new genes 
to be created spontaneously.

“CONFESSION” IS REVEALED 
IN BRITISH NEWSPAPER 


LONDON, Dec. 30.—(UP)—An al- 
leged confession of complicity in the 
Lindbergh kidnaping by an American, 
“Tommy Gun“ Tex Burns, at present 
in England. was published in the 
newspaper “The People” today. 

Burns allegedly revealed the “truth 
of the kidnaping,” telling how the 
gang wonked, how the baby died, and 
how the bolly was buried. 

The paper said Burns supplied this 
information to an unnamed member 
of the United States consular staff 
in Great Britain. leading to the ar- 
rest of Bruno Hauptmann in New 
York. 

Burns claimed the infant was killed 
accidentally. He said Hauptmann, 
wearing army socks over his shoes, 
slipped in going down the ladder out- 
side the Lindbergh home and fell 18 
feet, crushing the baby’s skull and 
breaking his own leg, 

He said two accomplices, Rodriguez 
and Mueller, hauled Hauptmann and 
the dead child to a blue sedan and 
drove away. They discovered the 
child was dead, hurriedly buried it 
and sped on to the Bronx, where 
Hauptmann and Mueller hid while 
Rodriguez went on to inform the 
“master minds“ whom he named as 
Winkler and Fleishman. 

They were enraged and subsequent- 
ly murdered Rodriguez for Haupt- 
mann’s bungling.

STARTLING CRIME FIGURES. 

Comparative figures on crime in 
this country and in the major na- 
tions of Europe are presented by 
the United States News, of Wash- 
ington, as revealing the urgent need 
for a national drive against crime 
such as was outlined at the recent 
crime conference in the national 
capital. 

Last year 10 persons out of every 
100,000 of population met death 
by crime in the United States, while 
in England there was only one déath 
from this cause to every 200,000 
of population. In France and Ger- 
many there were less than two 
deaths to the 100,000. 

The department of justice esti- 
mates that 12,000 Americans are 
murdered each year, 100,000 as- 
saulted, 50,000 robbed and the 
homes of 40,000 burglarized. In 
recent years there have been more 
than 400 known kidnapings and 
3,278 bank robberies. 

The News says that— 

Already criminals have learned that 
it is not safe or profitable to fool 
with the federal government. 

In fact, if crime is on the run in 
the United States, national officials 
may claim the credit. 

Why? 

First, because they licked the pro- 
hibition era gangsters through a 
broadside of convictions for income 
tax evasion. 

Second, because they proved to be 
poison to kidnapers with a system of 
detection that has worked swiftly and 
well. 

Third, because they have demon- 
strated a fearless ability to shoot it 
out with desperadoes and a relentless- 
ness in the chase. A man once marked 
is tracked down, regardless of time 
and cost. That throws fear into the 
criminal. 

Unquestionably the sentiment of 
a great majority of the people of 
the country favors the establish- 
ment of a federal department de- 


voted to crime prevention and the oom 


tracking down of criminals—and 3 
smooth co-operation between this 
force and all state and local law and 
order agencies. 

Years ago the thickly populated 
states of the north and east discov- 
ered that crime had developed to a 
point where it could not be success- 
fully combated by local police 
forces, and as à result state police 
forces came into existence rapidly. 
Crime has continued to develop and 
the time has come for a further 
Strengthening of the offensive 
against it by the addition of alert, 
highly trained féderal operatives. 

Such national forces have been in 
existence in Europe for many years, 
and are largely responsible for the 
degree to which major crime has 
been held in check.

To the uninitiated it may seem odd 
that reduction of overweight or obesity 
is best achieved by adding food to 
the ordinary reduction diet. Yet it is 
perfectly logical and it has proved 
eminently successful in practice. You 


important sense that hypovitaminosis 
causes the overeating which proudces 
the excess weight. Clinical experience 
has proved this as thoroughly, in my 
judgment, as any animal experiment 
cai prove any practical fact about nu- 
trition. 

By treating obesity from this point 
of view physicians have had a rare 
opportunity to conduct nutrition ex- 
periments on human subjects. Not 
rigidly controlled experiments such as 
a physiologist or nutrition worker in 
a laboratory would have over a group 
of rats, but rather clinical experi- 
ments. Human subjects co-operate 
more or less and even tell the doctor 
about their feelings or experiences. 
side issues which must remain a mys. 
tery to the laboratory man. 

Some of these fat folks are not at all 
dumb. They are capable of observing 
intelligently and perceiving that what 
they observe may be worth reporting 
to the doctor. They eren recogn 
that their handicap is a disense and 
that it is wise to leave the manage- 
ment, treatment or correction of the 
trouble in the hands of the doctor:

worthy of expert attention.

L. 8. Shealy, 502 Ontario ave- 
nue, S. W., Atlanta, lays claim to 
being the second “cash” passenger to 
fly over an established air line. In 
support of his claim he presents a 
photograph of the plane, the pilot and 
himself, taken, Mr. Shealy says, in St. 
Petersburg, Fla., on January 1, 1914, 
the day he made the flight. 

Pennsylvania Airlines and Trans- 
port Company is conducting a world- 
wide research for the first or second 
“cash” passenger, who will be awarded 
a tour over present-day air lines. 


Mr. Shealy, who now is sales man- 
ager for the Decatur Chevrolet Com- 
pany, says he was living in St. Pet- 
ersburg at the time the first flight 
was made by the Florida line and was 
staying at the same hotel with Tony 
Janus, pilot for the line that has pre- 
sented documentary proof that it was 
the first established line, and that on 
the day of the initial flight the first, 
second and third trips were auctioned 
off at a vacant Jot near the hotel by 
Mr. Janus. According to Mr. Shealy, 
the first trip in the single passenger 
plane was bought for $400 by A, 
Pheil, who has since died. Mr. Shealy 
says he bought the second trip for 
$150 and that Noel Mitchell, a real 
estate agent, known as “The Sand 
Man” brought the third trip. Mr. 


: 


Shealy did not remember what was 
paid for the third trip. 


Conflicting Claims. 


In seeking the first passenger who 
paid cash for a trip on an airplaine 
operating on schedule, Pennsylvania 
Airlines and Transport Company has 
uncovered conflicting claims which 
range from the years 1914 to 1926. 

A called Famous First 
Facts” gives the palm for “the first 
commercial airline” to Pilot Robert 
Hewett who flew two women passen- 
gers from New York to Atlantic City 
on the inaugural flight of his airline 
on May 3, 1919. 

But enthusiastic sons of Florida 
and California present documentary 
proof of its priority. In a comprehen- 
sive story in Aero Digest, P. E.

Support Claim. 

The flying stock, Mr. Fansler 
points out, was a Benoist flying boat,

lines, with Pennsylvania Airlines as 
his host. He will end his journey in 
Washington where proper recognition 
of his vision and progressive nature 
will be accorded, officials of Penn- 
sylvania Airlines said.

The 1935 federal farm census, 
starting January 2, will be taken in 
Georgia by 761 enumerators, operating 
in nine districts throughout the. state. 
Fulton county will be covered by 11 
enumerators working in the fourth or 
Griffin district, of which Mrs. Mattie 
Lee Sloan, of that city, is supervisor 
over a total of 94 enumerators. 

The farm census, inangurated by 
congress in 1840, has been taken regu- 
larly every five years since 1905, and 
is considered of inestimable benefit to 
the farmers, since it covers all phases 
of agriculture. The present census 
comprises 100 questions in all, relating 
to the farm, its operator, and the va 
riety and extent of crop production. 


H. B. Mitchell, state supervisor of the 
census, emphasized the point that all 
information contained in the report 
will be held strictly confidential and 
published only in statistcal form. He 
further explaned that the law pro- 
vides severe penalties .or any enumer- 
ator revealing any unauthorized infor- 
mation regarding the results of the 
census,

ators from Fulton, DeKalb, Clayton, 
Fayette and Coweta counties, instruct- 
N Began in their fortheaming duties.

FOR FOOTBALL 


5 Only Handful Have Any 
' Idea of Altering Pres- 
ent Set-Up. 


By Alan Gould. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 30.—(4)—Col- 
- athletic leaders and coaches, espe- 

lly those concerned with football, 
have ho intention of rushing back 
home to initiate sweeping ‘reforms’ 
so far as the subsidizing and recruit- 
ing of athletes is concerned. despite 
the nine-point code on so-called Fair 

etices, adopted by the National 

egiate Athletic Association. 

Among more than 50 coaches or 
athletic directors polled on this sub- 
ject by the Associated Press, to ob- 
tain a cross-section of reaction to the 
N. C. A. A. action, it developed that 
ree a handful have any idea of al- 
tering the existing football. setup, in- 
volving various forms of recruiting 
of star schoolboy athletes. Of these 
few, it was stressed that they al- 
ready were working on programs of 
“de-emphasis,” apart from any recom- 
mendations made by the N. C. A. A., 
and solving their athletic problems in- 
dividually or within the leading con- 
ference groups. 

CLOSE TOGETHER. 


The one clear indication, prompted 
by round-table discussions, is that 
the so-called “Big Seven” among old- 
er eastern universities is steadily 
coming into closer relations, with a 
football conference or league the ul- 
timate objective. The members of 
this group are Harvard, Yale, Cornell, 
Dartmouth, Columbia, Pennsylvania 
and Princeton. They already have 
combined forces in basketball, base- 
ball and will hold a joint track meet 
at Princeton next spring. By a slow 

rocess, they are working out inter- 
ocking schedules in football, whether 
or not any formal gridiron organiza- 
tion is put into effect. Leaders of 
all seven see gye-to-eye on the poli- 
cies affecting the control of _scholar- 
ships for athletes or recruiting, in 
any of its various forms. 

Generally speaking football coaches 
feel that the outcry against so-called 
“evils” in building up winning teams 
was so much target practice. They 
consider recruiting an elemental part 
of the college game, so long as it 1s 
conducted above-board and on a fair 
basis, without resorting to _undue 
pressure or extraordinary induce- 
ments. They feel it is unjust to stig- 
matize an athlete merely because he 
may be getting a scholarship or other 
— Me ele in going through college on 
the same basis as a less conspicuous 


student. . 


Standardization. 


Undoubtedly the trend during 1935 
will be toward more standardization 
of practices on recruiting or subsidiz- 
ing of the undergraduates.

„Local or regional conditions wil! 
continue to affect our methods and 

licies,” declared one prominent con- 
erence leader. “We have a common 
desire in college athletics to avoid 
semi-professionalism, ‘oo much high- 
pressure and a distortion of the real 
values of amateur sport. On the other 
hand, too much agitation about so- 
called reforms is apt to have an effect 
opposite from that desired by the re- 
formers. 

“After all. we are dealing with 
normal, healthy boys who want to get 
the most out of athletics, as well as 
their college education. If we keep 
pointing the finger at so-called dan- 
gers, making the boys feel that its 
more or less a crime to be helped 
through college, if they happen to be 
good athletes, we will wind up doing 
more harm than good. There's a sane. 
sensible way to handle the athletic sit- 
uation and I believe the great ma- 
jority of institutions will do so, with- 
out over-emphasis or under-emphasis.
